Tonsillitis. 
Tonsillitis is an acute inflam­ 
mation of the tonsils, accom­ 
panied by pain, chills, fever and 
headache. 
It is very contagious. 
It is som etim es an early sym p­ 
tom of scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or septic sore throat, and it is the 
ffrst stage in an attack of quinsy. 
Repeated attacks of tonsillitis 
m ake it advisable to remove the 
tonsils, since rheumatism often 
follow s tonsillitis, and there are 
a good many cases of heart dis­ 
ease that can be traced to a 
severe tonsillitis or to the rheu­ 
matism that follow ed it. 
All cflses of sore throat should 
be isolated, for they may be 
caused by scarlet fever, diph­ 
theria. or som e other serious in­ 
fectious disease. 
For the sam e 
reasons a physician should be 
called at once, so tbat he can 
determ ine the source of the trou­ 
ble and. if necessary, begin the 
early treatm ent that is so im­ 
portant in diphtheria. 
Report all cases of tonsillitis to 
the local health officer with in­ 
formation concerning the source 
of the milk supply o f the fam ily. 
Tbat is o f importance, because 
numerous epidem ics of diphthe­ 
ria, scarlet fever and septic sore 
throat have been spread through 
milk that has been Infected in 
the dairy.

Smith place it was necessary to pass 
through a gate in the fence, then 
turn to the left., walk on a path and 
back between the shed and barn in 
order to reach

barn was first 
discovered on 
fire.

Winona, said Mr, Fullerton, 
fires at forty barns were discovered 
to have been set by a pyromaniac, 
that is, a crazy man who delighted to 
see fires.

T h e F ren ch officers’ uniform s worn 
by the G erm an s fitted well, an d every 
m an carried the necessary identifica­ 
t i o n papers, obtained, of course, front 
the prisoners w hose uniform s were 
used.

Deadly and W idespread Effect of This 
Fearful Projectile. 
M ilitary men here are not surprised 
at the reports of the destructive* ef­ 
fects of shrapnel fire in the fighting 
abroad. 
It is know n that both the 
G erm an and Belgian shrapnel lins been 
developed 'so th a t from the ordinary 
field gun this shrapnel fire is deadly 
a t 0,000 y ard s range. 
It w as only a 
few* y ears ago w hen 3,500 yard s was 
regarded in the United Slates as a 
m axim um 
shrapnel 
range 
for 
field 
guns, an d as late as J8S5 th e shrapnel 
range for three inch guns w as deemed 
2,000 yards. 
T he shrapnel shells weigh for the 
sta n d a rd 2.05 inch gun about fourteen 
and it half pounds and are fired by 
tim e fuses, which adm it of flights as 
long as tw en ty-tw o seconds. 
F or the 
fourteen an d a half pound shell there 
a re ab o u t 200 sm all bulls, each capable 
w ithin shrapnel ran ge of disabling a 
m an o r horse. 
T he K ru p p 2.05 inch shrapnel is a 
steel base ch am be r projectile, in which 
bard lead bullets are secured In posi­ 
tion by an Infusion of rosin. T h e inner 
face of th e steel cone has a t the front 
end a screw* th read for the fuse hold 
box. 
T h e b ursting charge consists of 
tine grained black powder. B lack pow ­ 
d er is used because it is desirable to 
see the point o f burst of the shell. 
T his aids iii correcting fire. 
T h e K ru p p uses a com bination tim e 
and percussion fuse, sim ilar to the 
fuse in use in the U nited S tates serv­ 
ice. 
All the larg er parts of the K rupp 
fuse are of alum inium alloy, au d this 
affords lightness. 
'The shrapnel shell Is held in a brass 
cartridge case, th e sam e as th e bullet 
of a m ilitary rifle. 
In firing shrapnel th e practice is to 
burst th e shell in th e air over and 
short of the object fired at. 
T he bul 
lets qre released by tile bursting asun 
d er of th e steel walls and rush on in 
the form of a sheaf, continuing along 
the sam e trajecto ry th a t the shell was 
traversing. 
T h e bullets strike do w n ­ 
w ard in a spread out m anner, som e­ 
thing like shotgun fire. — N ew York 
Herald.

the w ash tu b —the river. 
T h ere w as no 
panic as fa r as I saw , only som e of our

Germans* Daring Attempt. 
Germans disguised as Preach officers 
made a daring attempt to blow up the 
railway bridge six miles and a half 
from Rouen. 
The plan was obviously 
to sever railroad communication be­ 
tween Havre, Rouen and I'a ria. 
The French officers’ uniforms worn 
by Hit* Germans lilted well, and every 
man carried tin* necessary identifica­ 
tion papers, obtained, of course, from 
the prisoners whose uniforms were 
usnl.

Information was circulated that two 
touring cars carrying French officers 
had acted suspiciously at Uisors, dash­ 
ing through tile town and through pa­ 
trols that challenged them at Gournay.

Deadly and W idespread Effect of This 
Fearful Projectile. 
Military men here are not surprised 
at the lei torts of the destructive ef­ 
fects of shrapnel tire in the fighting 
abroad. 
It Is known that both tile 
Herman and Belgian shrapnel hasbeen 
developed 'so that from the ordinary 
field gun this shrapnel fire is deadly 
at O.imu yards range. 
It was only a 
few years ago when 3,500 yards was 
regarded in the United States as a 
maximum shrapnel 
range for field 
guns, and as late as ISSA the shrapnel 
range for three inch guns was deemed 
2,oi X) yards. 
The shrapnel shells weigh for the 
standard 2.115 inch gun about fourteen 
and a half pounds and are fired by 
time fuses, which admit of flights as 
long as twenty two seconds. 
For the 
fourteen arui a half pound shell there 
are about 200 small balls, each capable 
within shrapnel range of disabling a 
man or horse. 
The Krupp 2.05 inch shrapnel is a 
steel base clin in lier projectile, in which 
hard lead bullets are secured in (>osi- 
tion by nu infusion of rosin. The inner 
face of the steel cone has at the front 
cml a screw thread for the fuse hold 
box. 
The bursting charge consists of 
tine grained black powder. Black pow­ 
der is used because it is desirable to 
see the point of burst of the shell. 
This aids iii correcting fire. 
The Krupp uses a combination time 
and percussion fuse. similar to tile 
fuse iii use in the United States serv­ 
ice. 
All the larger (tarts of the Krupp 
fuse are of aluminium alloy, and this 
affords lightness. 
The shrapnel shell Is hold In a brass 
cartridge case. Hie same as the bullet 
of a military rifle. 
In firing shrapnel tile practice ta to 
burst the abel! in the air over and 
short of the object tired at. Tile bul­ 
lets lire released by the bursting asun­ 
der of the steel walls and rush on in 
the form of a sheaf, continuing along 
the same trajectory that the shell was 
traversing. 
The bullets strike down­ 
ward iii a spread out manner, some­ 
thing like shotgun fire. — New York I 
Herald.

A little wounded French trooper tells 
of being rescued by Hermans. "I pre­ 
tended to be dead,” he said, “as I 
thought it safer. Tile second Herman 
firing line was a long way off. so when 
the first had passed I got up and Wan­ 
dered along, but two stray Herman 
troopers caught me up. I thought I was 
done for, but not a bit of it. They ac­ 
tually gave me a handkerchief to bind 
my wounds and then went away, and 
as I lay there in a trench I could 
not help roaring with laughter. Both 
wore wounded in the leg, but one 
man's game leg was the right one, aud 
the other one’s was the left, and they 
looked ridiculous as they hobbled off.” 
Shells Halt Plunge Bath. 


A Rritish guardsman, now at Wool­ 
wich, who was wounded near Com­ 
p l e t e An Sept. J, lins given a vivid ac­ 
count of the fighting there. 
“We Mere iii a field,” he says, "when 
tin* Germans dropped on us all of a 
sudden, as though from the sky. The 
first hint we had of their presence was 
when a buttery of guns on the right 
sang out. dropping shells into a mob of 
us who were waiting for our turn at 
the washtub—the river. There urns no 
panic as far as I saw, only some of our 
fellows, who hadn’t had a wash for a 
long time, said strong things about 
tin* Germans for spoiling the best 
chance we had had for four days.”
